The 1ACUC has approved one protocol that exposes animals to potentially painful stimuli without the use 
of analgesics, under carefully controlled conditions. Grasshopper mice are predatory species that routinely 
feed on scorpions. There is some evidence that they are resistant to scorpion toxins, but this resistance has 
not been measured or studied at the molecular level. The purpose of this study is to determine if 
grasshopper mice have evolved resistance to the pain-inducing proteins in bark scorpion venom and 
whether the mechanism of resistance involves structurally modified ion channels in pain-sensing neurons. 
Pain-inducing toxins can only be identified by measuring the behavioral response of sensitive mammals 
to venom or individual toxins isolated from venom. Analgesics and tranquilizers cannot be used to 
alleviate the pain induced by the toxins because they would mask the behavioral response that is being 
measured and the investigator(s) would not be able to identify which toxins produce pain. A very small 
amount of diluted study material, which may cause irritation or pain (equivalent to an insect sting), is 
injected into a footpad, and the animal is monitored for paw licking, paw shaking, or other signs of 
irritation for 30-60 minutes before euthanasia.

Category E Explanation 

Category E includes 60 guinea pigs which were inoculated with Corynebacterium diphtheriae to establish 
an LD50 dose. C. diphtheria is a bacterium which infects the throat and skin. It secretes a toxin and 
causes a disease called diphtheria. The toxin may cause paralysis and congestive heart failure. There are 
non-toxigenic strains as well, which may cause inflammation of the whole body, heart, joints or create 
bone infections. Once an LD50 is established, animals will be immunized to determine the efficacy of the 
immunization. 

The guinea pig model with death as an endpoint has been used in the past to investigate the toxicity of 
diphtheria. Analgesics have the potential of invalidating the study results by skewing protection 
endpoints of the vaccine. In addition, there is a potential of a rebound effect where immunized animals 
may recover from clinical signs of moribundity. Animals are monitored by qualified staff on a routine 
basis so they can be euthanized when demonstrating clinical signs consistent with imminent death.

1 . Rabbits - 44 rabbits during this reporting period 

The IACUC approved the use of a chemical grade anesthetic agent for non-survival surgery for collection 
of tissues (97% pure urethane) because the pharmaceutical grade is not available for sale in the USA and 
the agent was the only anesthetic that was appropriate for the scientific protocol. 

2. Rabbits - 18 kits during this reporting period 

The IACUC has approved the use of hay rather than a nest box for rabbit offspring less than one month of 
age. The sides of the cage and the flooring protect offspring from getting entrapped or falling through the 
cage sides or floor. By eliminating a hard-sided nest box, there are fewer incidents of offspring getting 
trapped and squeezed between the cage walls and the nest box. The hay provides a safe haven for the 
offspring in breeding cages of this design.

Guinea pigs challenged with Chlamydia caviae develop an infection localized to the genital epithelium 
and do not experience pain or distress (as evidenced by lack of overt signs of illness) during resolution of 
the infection (approximately 36 days from time of challenge). This is similar to the situation in human 
females where approximately 80% are asymptomatic. Additionally, in the available literature, there 
have been no reports of Guinea pigs displaying morbidity or mortality after genital chlamydial infection. 
However, the genital chlamydial infection may result in upper genital tract sequelae, such as infertility. 

There is a lack of evidence in the literature that animals infected with this organism experience pain and 
distress. Additionally, the use of pharmacological agents such as analgesics will alter the immune 
response and there is significant evidence in the scientific literature showing that the administration of 
pain medication interferes with immune functions (for example with antigen processing and 
presentation; the inflammatory mechanisms involved in the initiation; and cytokine differentiation and 
recruitment of T cells to the joints or other sites of inflammation; as has been shown for NSAID's (Refs: 
1-6), morphines (opioids) (Refs: 7-8) or steroids (Refs: 9-12). Moreover, it is not predictable how specific 
drugs for pain control may affect the expected outcome of our studies. It is likely that pain control will 
alter both T cell and APC function and will jeopardize the outcome of our study.

This protocol is designed to evaluate the effectiveness of new antibiotic molecules for the treatment 
of Clostridium difficile infections (CDI, toxic megacolon). The primary basis for determining an 
effective compound is that it will lengthen the survival time of hamsters when compared to the 
control group (described below). 

Control Animal Group: In these experiments, the Control group is defined as subjects receiving the 
infectious dose of C. difficile and is not given the test drugs or analgesics. The control group is 
critical to the interpretation of the test data i.e. the statistical evaluation of the test data relies solely 
on what happens in the control group. To ensure the validity of the data, both the test groups and 
control groups are treated in exactly the same manner, except for the use of antibiotic test drug in 
the test group. Therefore, since analgesics are not given to the test group, analgesics are also not 
given to the control group; this ensures that both the test group and control group are evaluated 
under the same conditions with the only variable being the test antibiotic used in test group. 

Because of this approach in standardizing the control group to the test group, (1) we do not include 
control group animals each time samples are tested, but only when parameters change (2) the 
overall numbers of animals in the control group is drastically reduced.

Administration of analgesics may alter the course of infection leading to an increase in survival of 
hamsters in the control group, or conversely cause a decrease in survival; which would severely affect 
the statistical interpretation of test results, since the quality of control group data is critical to evaluating 
the results of the test group as mentioned above (1-5). The effect of analgesics may occur through a 
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potential delay of gastric clearance, which could retain and increase the levels of toxin load in gut, 
thereby increasing disease severity and likely a faster time to death (6-10). According to White et al. (6) 
pain management is challenging in patients with toxic megacolon because non-steroidal anti- 
inflammatory drugs may exacerbate bleeding; further, opioids may also adversely affect bowel 
peristalsis causing an increased risk of colonic perforation.

The protocol is designed to evaluate the effects of mutations in key enzymes in Clostridium difficile 
on how this organism causes disease i.e. its pathogenesis in causing diarrhea. The primary basis for 
determining that the mutation affects the pathogenesis of the bacterium is as follows: Animals 
infected with a mutant that is less pathogenic will survive for a significantly longer period than 
animals infected with the wild type (un-mutated virulent bacterium). 

Control and Test Animal Groups: In these experiments, the groups received either mutant bacteria 
or wild-type bacteria (control group). After infecting the hamsters with either test or control 
bacteria the survival of the hamster is measured over a period of days. To ensure the validity of the 
data, both the test groups and control groups are treated in exactly the same manner and the 
results analyzed for statistical difference. Analgesics are not given to either group as this may alter 
the course of infection and yield false results. Since this is a short term project, we do not anticipate 
having to repeat experiments with the control group, which ensures that the overall number of 
animals used are lowered. Secondly, we only put into animals unique mutants and ensure we do 
not reproduce data for the same mutation. Only when parameters change would we do further 
tests on either group. 

Procedures Producing Pain: In this model, pain results from the establishment of a gastrointestinal 
infection in the hamster, following administering an infectious dose to the animal. Other 
procedures involving handling are routine, such as administration of subcutaneous dose of antibiotic 
to commence the infection or administering bacteria or drug via oral gavage.

Administration of analgesics may alter the course of infection leading to an increase in survival of 
hamsters in the control group, or conversely cause a decrease in survival; which would severely 
affect the statistical interpretation of test results, since the quality of control group data is critical to 
evaluating the results of the test group as mentioned above (1-5). The effect of analgesics may 
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occur through a potential delay of gastric clearance, which could retain and increase the levels of 
toxin load in gut, thereby increasing disease severity and likely a faster time to death (6-10). 
According to White et al. (6) pain management is challenging in patients with toxic megacolon 
because non-steroidal anti-inflammatory drugs may exacerbate bleeding; further, opioids may also 
adversely affect bowel peristalsis causing an increased risk of colonic perforation. Therefore, the 
use of analgesics to relieve pain may adversely affect these experiments.

Justification for Category E 

To minimize the pain that animals can experience due to surgery, animals will be given a preemptive 
dose of buprenorphine (0.02 mg/kg, s.c.) or meloxicam (2 mg/kg, s.c.), followed by post-surgical doses of 
buprenorphine (0.02 mg/kg, s.c.) or meloxicam (2 mg/kg, s.c.). Additional pain medication will be given 
as needed (ql2 hours) to relieve any discomfort an animal may be experiencing due to surgery. The 
prophylactic and/or immediate post-surgical dose of antibiotics will be withheld from all study animals. 
Normally antibiotics would be given with abdominal surgery. However, the use of an antibiotic at this 
point in the model would disrupt the normal flora (bacteria) in the intestinal tract and generate a 
condition that would compromise the disease phase of this model and subsequent evaluation of test 
compounds. Therefore it is imperative that the use of surgery-associated antibiotics be withheld. 
Animals will be monitored for pain and distress due to surgery every 6 hours within 24 hours of the 
procedure and every 12 to 18 hours after the initial 24 hours. Negative effects from surgery can be 
presented as lethargy, swollen abdomen, hypothermia, and decreased food consumption. If an animal 
experiences severe distress/pain due to surgery, and additional pain medicine has not helped, then that 
animal will be euthanized by carbon dioxide asphyxiation and cervical dislocation. All monitoring times 
will be recorded and a copy will be submitted to DLAM at the end of the study. 

After animals have fully recovered from surgery (7 days), they will be orally infected with Clostridium 
difficile. After being infected, an animal may experience pain or distress as a result of infection and/or 
antimicrobial treatment. Most of the antimicrobial compounds being tested are new investigational 
compounds and possible drug interactions have not been fully determined. If another drug is used to 
relieve pain and/or distress, this may interfere with the possible therapeutic effects a novel antibiotic 
may have in this model.

Additional exception not previously reported: 

The Institutional Animal Care and Use Committee of the University of Houston granted an 
exception to the water requirement for nonhuman primates (watering less than twice a day for 
one hour each time). 

After careful review of the scientific justification, two investigators were granted IACUC 
approval to utilize carefully monitored water control as a motivational tool for cognitive testing 
in rhesus macaques. At intervals of no more than once per week, animals are provided a full 
ration of water for 2-3 hours in the morning on the day prior to a scheduled testing session, at 
which time the water is removed. Depending on the testing schedule, some of these animals 
have the potential to go without water for 24 hours. Not all subjects are tested each week. 

On other days, animals are provided water during and after their cognitive training session for 
at least 2 hours per day. The water restriction does not exceed 24 hours, therefore meeting 
AWA standards and regulations. There are additional periods during the week during which 
animals are provided full access to water. 

Per the lACUC-approved protocol, these animals are assessed daily by the investigative and 
veterinary staff. The animals are routinely weighed; the weights are provided to the full IACUC 
to review on a monthly basis. There have been no clinical problems noted in these animals. 

During fiscal year 2013, 12 rhesus macaques were used under this exception.

A total of 12 calves and 7 sheep on 5 separate IACUC-approved protocols were confined 
to a stanchion for the minimum period of time necessary to accomplish the objectives of 
the approved research protocols, sometimes exceeding 24 hours, in order to provide 
proper care during the post-operative period, and to prevent harm to the animal during 
this period. The IACUC reviewed and approved the explanation and justification for 
“extended restraint” in each of these protocols. 
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Category E Explanation 

Category E includes 60 guinea pigs which were inoculated with Corynebacterium diphtheriae to establish 
an LD50 dose. C. diphtheria is a bacterium which infects the throat and skin. It secretes a toxin and 
causes a disease called diphtheria. The toxin may cause paralysis and congestive heart failure. There are 
non-toxigenic strains as well, which may cause inflammation of the whole body, heart, joints or create 
bone infections. Once an LD50 is established, animals will be immunized to determine the efficacy of the 
immunization. 

The guinea pig model with death as an endpoint has been used in the past to investigate the toxicity of 
diphtheria. Analgesics have the potential of invalidating the study results by skewing protection 
endpoints of the vaccine. In addition, there is a potential of a rebound effect where immunized animals 
may recover from clinical signs of moribundity. Animals are monitored by qualified staff on a routine 
basis so they can be euthanized when demonstrating clinical signs consistent with imminent death.

IACUC-APPROVED EXCEPTIONS: 

1 . Rabbits - 44 rabbits during this reporting period 

The IACUC approved the use of a chemical grade anesthetic agent for non-survival surgery for collection 
of tissues (97% pure urethane) because the pharmaceutical grade is not available for sale in the USA and 
the agent was the only anesthetic that was appropriate for the scientific protocol. 

2. Rabbits - 18 kits during this reporting period 

The IACUC has approved the use of hay rather than a nest box for rabbit offspring less than one month of 
age. The sides of the cage and the flooring protect offspring from getting entrapped or falling through the 
cage sides or floor. By eliminating a hard-sided nest box, there are fewer incidents of offspring getting 
trapped and squeezed between the cage walls and the nest box. The hay provides a safe haven for the 
offspring in breeding cages of this design.
